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KEENELAND SUMMER SALES 

During the past year 1911 yearlings were sold at auction in North 
America. Considering the fact that this figure represents only about one- 
fifth of the 1959 Thoroughbred crop the disposal of such a number under 
the hammer would seem to be a relatively simple manner. Nevertheless 
it took no less than 15 different sales to get the job done. To this should 
also be added the January 1961 sale of Florida-bred youngsters of the 
same generation. 

Three of these sales took place in the East- -Saratoga (N.Y.), Timo- 
nium (Md.), and Hialeah (Fla.); three in the Mid-West—two at Keeneland 
and one in Illinois; four on the Pacific coast—Del Mar, Santa Anita, Po- 
mona and Washington; and three in Canada Windfields, Canadian Thor- 
oughbred Horse Society and British Columbia Breeders Society, The others 
were of a special nature. i 

Chere were comparable distributions according to the time of year. 
Four were held in the summer—Keeneland, Saratoga, Del Mar and Wind- 
fields ; seven were held in the autumn—Keeneland, Timonium, Santa Anita, 
Washington, Illinois, and the two Canadian Associations; and two in the 
winter —- Pomona and Hialeah. All were straight auctions sales except 
Windfields, the stud farm of Canada’s Mr. Racing, E. P. Taylor, who each 
year determines the number of yearlings he will sell, puts a price on each 
of his entire crop, offers them all on this basis (former buyers being given 
a preference), and closes the books as soon as the announced number have 
been bought, retaining the balance for his own racing stable. 

The yearlings consigned to the summer sales (678) were those most 
in demand, because of breeding, conformation and early maturity. A larger 
group (1199) was held over until the fall sales, including some very desir- 
able individuals that were foaled late. The smallest group was sold in 


winter for the benefit of those interested in buying horses ready to run. 
This same division was reflected in the sales averages. 


Yearlings (678) 
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bought at the four summer sales 
averaged $10,701 or more specifical- 
ly Keeneland $11,844 for 303, Wind- 
fields $11.464 for 14, Saratoga $11,- 
0&2 for 246, and Del Mar $6,786 for 
115. At the seven fall sales the aver- 
age was $2,550—1078 head brought 
$2,749,750, Keeneland accounting 
for more than twice all the other 
sales put together, both in number 
of head (734) and total ($1,910,000). 
The winter sales averaged $3,392, 
34 head at Pomona bringing $1,067 
and 55 head at Hialeah $4,847. 

The above figures serve to em- 
phasise the importance of the stud 
farms of Kentucky in our national 
breeding picture. Of the 1911 year- 
lings sold in 1960 nearly 60% (1107) 
were consigned by breeders from 
that state, including 70 offered at 
Saratoga. The Breeders Sales Com- 
pany, operating the Keeneland sales, 
is thus thoroughly able to restrict 


the Summer Sales to yearlings 
which represent the very best in 


Thoroughbred breeding. The list of 
314 youngsters to be sold on the 24, 
25 and 26 of this month presents 
ample evidence of this, a fact which 
buyers will endorse on those days 
with hard cash.

The prestige of this recognition is very 
helpful to the many local horsemen and 
women who are training young people to 
ride safely and well. But when it comes 
to competing in shows, the western rider 
can’t help but be confused if he uses the 
AHSA Rule Book as a guide.

The 49th running of The National Stal- 
lion Stakes and the 14th running of the colt 
division drew six 2-year-cld colts and 
geldings for the five and one-half furlongs 
run. An allowance stakes, it had an added 
value of $15,000. 

Jockey I. Valenzuela rode Meadow 
Stable’s homebred Sir Gaylord to a two and 
one-quarter lengths victory over CircleM 
Farm’s I’m For More, Adele C, Rand’s 
Green Ticket went off as the odds-on 
favorite, but could do no better thanthird, 
Mrs, J. W. Galbreath’s Clover Leaf finish- 
ed fourth, The winner’s time was 1.04 4/5 
for the 5 1/2 furlongs. 

Sir Gaylord is a dark bay son of *Turn- 
to-Something Royal by *Princequillo train- 
ed by J. H.‘“*Casey’”’ Hayes. The triumph 
was worth $21,697 net and brings Sir Gay- 
lord’s earnings to $55, 226, for four vic- 
tories in eight outings. The well furnished 
son of *Turn-to was bred by Mr. C. T. 
Chenery (Meadow Stable) at his Doswell, 
Virginia farm. Meadow Stable also won the

The Hempstead 

A small field of five distance runners 
turned out for the Ist running of The 
Hempstead at Belmont Park, on Wed., 
June 28. The one and one-half miles handi- 
cap for 3-year-olds and upward offered a 
purse of $25,000. 

G. Ring’s *Don Poggio went into the 
race with the high weight of 125 pounds 
and was the odds-on favorite, King Ranch’s 
Disperse, the second choice, was assigned 
111 pounds, *Don Poggio took the lead at 
the mile mark, at which point Disperse was 
running third, he stayed within striking 
distance of *Don Poggio until the last turn, 
went into his drive 2nd then took the lead, 
winning by three-quarters of a length, 
going away.

Aqueduct started its twenty-five day 
meeting on Sat., July 1, and the main at- 
traction was the 56th running of The Sara- 
nac, a $25,000 added handicap for 3-year- 
olds. 

Eight sophomores were sent off by 
starter George B. Cassidy with L. P. 
Sasso’s Globemaster, carrying high weight 
of 125 pounds, the odds-on favorite with 
the crowd of 40,177. Jockey J. L. Rotz 
rode Globemaster to dispatch O. Phipp’s 
Hitting Away, the second choice in the 
betting, after the five-eighths miles; Hit- 
ting Away wound up 7th, Ethel D. Jacob’s 
Dr. Miller got into contention in the stretch 
but was no threat to Globemaster and 
finished second, A nose behind Dr. Miller 
was Mrs, R. F. Garland’s HiGreco, Wheat- 
ley Stable’s Royal Record took down fourth 
money. The winning time for the mile was 
1.36 3/5.

TOUGH WAY TO LOSE 

There are many ways to lose a wager, 
but the 1886 running of the Melbourne 
Cup stands in a class by itself. The judge 
was so excited by the stirring battle be- 
tween the first two horses that he forgot 
all about placing the third finisher. Al- 
though the stewards decided that Falcon 
should be declared the third to finish, 
the bookmakers contended that the judge 
was the only person qualified to place 
the finishers. The dispute went to Admiral 
Rous and he decided in favor of the book- 
makers, the backers of Falcon thereby 
losing their wagers. 


TRIPLE CROWN 

As everybody knows, the Thoroughbred 
Racing Association, Inc., has been pushing 
like mad the term ‘Triple Crown” by 
which they mean America’s three male 
classics, The Kentucky Derby, The Preak- 
ness, and The Belmont, It is reported that 
Charles Hatton who writes for the Morning 
Telegraph thought up the term, 

What I would like to know is why? What 
is a triple crown anyway? 

Whatever a triple crown is, the TRA 
decided in 1950 to award a three-sided 
silver trophy to the owner of any animal 
which had won or would win the three 
classics. There had been a total of eight 
(Sir Barton, Gallant Fox, Omaha, War 
Admiral, Whirlaway, Count Fleet, Assault, 
and Citation) in the whole history of 
American racing. So the deal was that every 
year beyond 1950 when there was not a 
triple classic winner one of these three- 
sided silver affairs (which look more like a 
bowl than a crown) was to he presented 
to the owner of a past winner. 

A couple of years ago they ran out of 
past winners and haven't been able to get 
rid of the ninth one. As a matter of fact 
only Tim Tam and Carry Back came 
close. They both won the first twoclassics. 
Then Tim Tam broke down in the third, 
to beat all but one on three legs and a lot 
of courage, 

Each year since 1950, the current 
trophy goes from the TRA vault in New 
York to Louisville to Baltimore and then 
back into the vault in NY. By the time 
some animal wins it, the trophy will have 
travelled farther than the animal. 

It almost looks as if the TRA has put 
a jinx on our getting a triple classic win- 
ner since there hasn’t been one as long 
as there has been a trophy to run for, 

Carry Back doesn’t care any more 
about jinxes than about breeding theories. 
He broke the Garden State Whammy which 
prevented the winner of that champion- 
ship race from going on to greater things 
the next year. He didn’t quite break the 
TRA jinx, but he did put a crimp in the 
breeding theories which revolve ex- 
clusively around expensive imported stal- 
lions, R, J. Clark

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Towers-Clark Receives Hewitt Award 
A. S. Hewitt 


The editorial in the January 20thissue 
of The Chronicle of the Horse on ‘‘Why 
Do Imported Thoroughbreds Breed Better 
Than Homebreds” brought in a number 
of excellent answers including contribu- 
tions from England, Ireland, France and 
Italy. 

If | were to award a prize to each 
contributor deserving one I would be a 
candidate for bankruptcy. For instance one 
contributor undoubtedly should have a 
prize for the following concise bit of 
logic: “‘It would be impossible to import 
as many bad stallions as the vast numbers 
of homebred sires we are using; therefore 
imported sires HAVE to breed better’’. 

Among the more serious if less in- 
cisive contributions the most generally 
accepted explanation was “‘selectivity’’. 
That is, imported sires were much more 
carefully screened than the native sires, 
and as a consequence should breed better. 

The best exposition of this view point 
was, in my opinion, contributed by Peter 
Towers-Clark, the editor of the world 
renowned British Bloodstock Breeders 
Review. His main point was that, after 
making a survey covering the ten years 
1951-1960 of the leading ten stallions on 
the American Sires List, he found that 
*‘with the one exception, *Ballydam, (who 
entered the list in tenth place in 1960 
through Bally Ache) all the remaining 
stallions (imported sires appearing in the 
top ten places) had one thing in common, 
a traditional middle distance English 
Classic pedigree”*. To Mr. Towers-Clark 
I am sure this means a horse capable of 
staying a mile and one-half in June of his 
three-year-old year. 

The British breeding structure is 
indeed erected on this basis, Both the quick 


maturing sprinters and the slow maturing 
plodders, though they may win many rich 
stakes, tend to drop out of British ped- 
igrees. In importing sires having ped- 
igrees of this classic pattern, American 
breeders get the benefit of this rigorous 
process of selection practiced by British 
breeders ever since the first English 
Derby was run 181 years ago, 

Since there are no American studs 
comparable to those of Lord Derby and 
The Aga Khan, breeding without interrup- 
tion respectively for sixty-five and forty 
years on the mostrigorous lines of classic 
standard, it is hardly surprising that these 
two studs have furnished the imported 
sires which have scored the most out- 
standing successes in the U.S.A., namely 
*Blenheim II, *Mahmoud, *Nasrullah, 
*Alibhai, *Khaled, *Heliopolis and *Royal 
Charger (Aga Khan blood), In fact the 
only other imported sires which have 
reached the first ten on the sires list 
1951-1960 are *Ambiorix (from Boussac 
Stud in France which has been breeding 
without interruption for more than forty 
years), *Turn-to, a son of *Royal Charg- 
er, and *Ballydam who reached tenth place 
once on a fluke (Bally Ache), 

The case for selecting sires on the 
basis of classic screening is thus very 
good, Mr. Towers-Clark, having pointed 
out that this was so, gently chided us for 
our failure to develop a comparable pro- 
gram, 

To Peter Towers-Clark I therefore 
award the prize of $100. and I am looking 
forward to hearing on my next trip to 
England what he has done with the fruits 
of his victory. Possibly a “‘jug of wine, 
and thou”? to quote Omar Khayyam, I 


wonder who “‘thou”’ will be. 
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ATLANTIC CITY GROUP PLAN

the organization. As both trains and buses 
run direct to the track, many of the organ- 
izations also include transportation in 
their “packages.” 

Most of the women’s groups time their 
visits so that they fall on Tuesday, which 
is ‘‘Ladies Day”, another Atlantic City 
racing ‘‘first’’, at which time a fashion 
show is staged at the luncheon hour onthe 
beautiful dining terrace.

Although individual establishments dif- 
fer widely, without doubt, for the nation 
as a whole feedconstitutes the greatest 
single cost item other than facilities, in 
the horse business.

demanded, together with many small-lot 
purchases, most horsemen probably pay 
1/4 to 1/3 more for feed than the prices 
used herein.

Also, less attention is given to the 
economical and balanced feeding of horses 
than to any other class of animals. 

By contrast, since World War II we 
have made tremendous break-throughs in 
the nutrition of beef cattle, sheep and 
swine, During the past 25 years, the feed 
required per pound of gain of meat animals 
has been reduced by 14 per cent and rate of 
gain has been increased by 21 per cent. 
Today, 75 per cent of the nations pigs and 
dry lot fattened cattle receive one or more 


sity, in a study with rabbits, we establish- 
ed the effect of soil nutrients on plants, 
and, in turn, the effects of these plants on 
animals. Generation after generation, rab- 
bits were fed on alfalfa; with one group re- 
ceiving hay produced on low phosphorus 
soils, and the other group eating alfalfa 
grown on high phosphorus soils. The rab- 
bits in the low phosphorus soil-alfalfa 
group (1) were retarded in growth - with 
9.8 per cent lower weaning weights, (2) 
required 12 per cent more matings per 
conception, and (3) had a 47 per cent lower 
breaking strength of bones than the rabbits 
on the high phosphorus soil-alfalfa group. 
We have reason to believe that soil nutri- 
ents can affect horses similarly - in 
growth, conception, and soundness of bone; 
but we need more experimental work on 
this subject.

Although the world famous RazzaDor- 
mello-Olgiata stable is going through a 
lean period racingwise, its co-partners, 
the 85-year-old Donna Lydia Tesio and the 
Marchese Incisa have every reason to be 
satisfied with the continued successes 
throughout the world of Tesio-bred stock. 

The latest in this long line is the Epsom 
Derby winner Psidium, owned and bred by 
Mrs. Arpad Plesch, who is out of the Dor- 
mello mare, Dinarella. Tesio-bred stal- 
lions have been responsible for three 
Derby winners in Dante (Nearco), Nim- 
bus (Nearco) and Crepello (Donatello Il), 
but this was the first time that the name 
of a Dcermello mare had appeared in the 
first generation of an Epsom Derby win- 
ner. 

Dinarella, who was foaled in 1947, 
by the Coronach horse Niccolo Dell’Arca 
out of the Italian 1000 Guineas winner, 
Dagherotipia by Manna, did not race at two 
years and she had an _ undistinguished 
career at three when she won onerace and 
finished fourth in the Italian Oaks. It came 
as no surprise, therefore,when she was ex- 
ported to France at the end of the year, 
for there were no fewer than six mares 
from the same family at Dormello and 
various fillies in training. 

Dinarella was sold to the French 
breeders, Messrs. Poupier and Sillon for 
an undisclosed price. After producing two 
modést performers, she was sold in foal 
to Tornado for $9,900 to become the first 
broodmare owned by Mrs. Arpad Plesch. 
The produce of the mating to Tornado was 
the good colt Thymus who won the French 
2000 Guineas, and he was followed by 
Psidium. 

This famous ‘D’ family originated when 
the late Federico Tesio imported Duccia 
di Buoninsegna in 1921. Amongst the not- 
able winners descending from Duccia di 


McGowan 

Buoninsegna were Dossa Dossi, Delleana, 
Donatello II, Donatella and her sons, 
Daumier, De Dreus, Duccio, Delaroche and 
Dormello (now at stud in the U.S.A.); 
Derain, Donato di Niccolo and this year’s 
Derby runner-up, Delvin who is similarly 
bred to Psidium but whose stamina limit 
appears to be in the region of ten fur- 
longs. The pedigrees of Psidum and Delvin 
are given below for comparison, 

Strangely enough there are no mares 
from the ‘D’ family standing at Dormello 
at the present time although there are 
eleven from this family spread out in other 
studs in Italy. For a continuance of this 
family Dormello must depend upon the 
yearling fillies Domenichina, Doris Cram- 
er and Donatellina and the 2-year-olds in 
training, Daria di Treviso, Dardana, Det- 
aille and Dughetta. 

Still on the subject of Mrs. Arpad 
Plesch’s broodmares, she is also the 
fortunate owner of Veronica Franchi who 
is the dam of the highly promising 3-year- 
old Sempervivum by Nearco’s_ son 
Sayajirao who recently won the 15 furlong 
Prix de l’Esperance. Veronica Franchi, 
who is a daughter of Ribot’s sire Tenerani, 
was another modest performer on the 
racetrack and she raced only at three years 
when she won once in two outings. She 
was then put up for the annual Dormello 
sale in October, 1954 but she failed to 
reach her modest reserve and was with- 
drawn, She was again withdrawn through 
not reaching her reserve in 1956 but later 
on in the year the French Bloodstock 
Agency ‘Etablissements Cheri’ purchased 
her for the modest sum of $885 and Mrs. 
Arpad Plesch came into possession of her 
second Dormello mare who has given her 
owner a colt capable of winning the Grand 
Prix de Paris. 

Another former Dormello mare who 
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Duccia di Buoninsegna

may hit the headlines this year is Nata- 
lina da Murano, the dam of the Epsom 
Derby ante-post favourite, Pinturischio. 
Natalina da Murano is a grandaughter of 
Nogara and she was sold to the Razza 
Collevale who later sold her to Sir Vic- 
tor Sassoon, Nervesa, the dam of Natalia 
da Murano, was the only filly bred by 
Nogara and although she was a good race- 
mare and the winner of the Italian Oaks, 
she had little luck with her produce and 
she, herself, died in 1957 on a return 
visit to Pinza, Her first foal was her best, 
the colt Nomellini who is at stud in Great 
Britain. Two of her fillies, Novellara and 
Napolitana had to be destroyed and never 
went to stud and she is now represented 
at Dormello by Nerita and Natura Morta. 
Nerita was a fair performer and she bred 
the useful colt Nossent who was bought for 
$20,000 by Mr. John Bruno, proprietor of 
the Pen and Pencil Restaurant in New York, 
last fall. Natura Morta has a yearling filly 
by Ribot named Nigretta.

Tolpan, who also won the Grand Prix of 
Peru, is asonofEspace Vital by Oleander. 
Wilwyn, the winner of the first Washington 
D. C, International, now at stud in South 
Africa, is a son of Pink Flower by Olean- 
der. Nordlicht, by Oleander, who stands in 
the USA, at the Idle Hour Farm of Dr. C. 
W. Mattingly, Kenner, La., has produced 
a fair share of winners in France and the 
USA. Asterios, by Oleander, is still one of 
the best sires in Germany; and, ofcourse, 
Escorial has just been retired to the stud 
inFrance, after being the South American 
champion in 1959 and 1960,

variety and the unvarying excellence of 
the performances of Oleander’s grand- 
sons and great grandsons can be com- 
pared to that of the descendants of 
Tracery.”

FLORIDA 


FLORIDA-BREDS PREFERRED 

Gov. Farris Bryant of Florida recent- 
ly signed a measure passed unanimously 
by both houses of the legislature which 
provides that an average of one race a 
day must be offered at the state’s four 
Thoroughbred racecourses in which 
Florida-breds must be given preference 
in the entries, even though the races are 
not exclusively for horses bred in that 
state. 


MR, GUGGENHEIM ON 
THE THOROUGHBRED 

Because he wasn’t able to attend the 
occasion on account of illness, Harry F. 
Guggenheim of the Cain Hoy Stable, pre- 
pared a text read at the meeting of the 
Kentucky Thoroughbred Breeders As- 
sociation at the Brown Hotel on May 2nd, 
at which his mare Siama (Tiger-China 
Face), the dam of Bald Eagle and One- 
Eyed King, was designated broodmare of 
the year. Mr. Guggenheim said in part: 
- “‘Racing in the United States has be- 
come increasingly popular with the public 
as a spectacle, and with State govern- 
ments as an easy means Of raising revenue. 
Consequently, many parts of that huge 
complex known as racing have evolved 
into ‘big business’, in place of its primary 
function of improving the breed of the 
horse through sporting events for the 
public’s recreation, There are serious 
hazards in this radical change that must 
be avoided, 

“We should never fail to remember 
that the Thoroughbred racehorse alone 
is the beginning and the end of this huge 
complex. There are innumerable phases 
of ‘racing’: the breeding, the raising, the 
selling, the training, the riding and racing, 
together with the glamorous parks and big 
organizations devoted exclusively to the 
spectacle of racing. They are all entirely 
dependent for existence upon the Thor- 
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oughbred racehorse. 

*‘A great Thoroughbred racehorse is 
an animal of supreme courage, beauty, 
grace, and vitality. These are qualities 
admired and sought by humanity for man 
as well as beast, as testified in mythology 
from the beginning of time. The horse 
has been eulogized by poets, loved by 
kings, idolized by sportsmen, and worship- 
ped by warriors. But he has at times 
been subjected to motives which are less 
than noble. 

**The profit motive is playing a con- 
stantly more greedy role in racing. “The 
improvement of the breed’ has become in 
some minds a phrase for jest and a motive 
to be scoffed at and impugned. When the 
improvement of the breed no longer be- 
comes an incentive of sportsmanship, and 
when great Thoroughbreds are ‘sweated 
for the brass’ and become mere com- 
modities of commerce, the foundation of 
racing and all its complexities will be 
undermined and the whole structure will 
collapse. 

“One of the hopes and aspirations of 
the non-profit New York Racing Associa- 
tion and the sportsmen of The Jockey 
Club who organized it, was to continue 
‘to improve the breed.’ This objective 
must always be the highest aim of the 
sportsmen who will continue to give racing 
not only its delight to the public, but its 
very life.””

Sports Writers 
Knock Racing 


Writing in a recent issue of ‘‘The 
Morning Telegraph’’, Bob Horwood re- 
marks: - ‘‘On big days, such as those 
when the Triple Crown events are run, 
the racetrack press boxes are populated 
with the nation’s most popular sports col- 
umnists and feature writers, as dis- 
tinguished from those primarily concern- 
ed with racing. With few exceptions these 
men give every indication of having the 
time of their lives. Most of them bet 
varying amounts throughout the day and 
react to winning or losing just like any

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average horseplayer. The following day, if 
the race has been a good one, as the 
Derby, Preakness and Metropolitan were, 
their columns and features are not lacking 
in superlatives as they describe the im- 
mense excitement of the contest. At the 
same time some of the most popular and 
widely read of these writers rarely neglect 
an opportunity to disparage horseplayers 
as a seedy, desperate collection of morons, 
greedily pursuing the will o’ the wisp of 
unearned fortunes. Racetracks are refer- 
red to as ‘‘outdoor gambling hells,’’ and 
no opportunity is missed to use the word 
*‘doping,’’ even when the incident in ques- 
tion relates to a medication such as 
Butazolidin, which is not generally re- 
garded as any more of a stimulant than 
aspirin, however dangerous its side effects 
may be. 

**Recently, this paper published a table 
comparing the Memorial Day attendance 
at baseball parks and at the racetracks, 
the latter being much the larger. This 
writer was told by various daily news- 
paper writers that this was an unfair 
comparison and one which only made their 
editors angry, basing their contention on 
the ground that there is no gambling at 
baseball, while maintaining that gambling 
alone makes horseracing the nation’s 
leading spectator sport. This, I think, is 
one of those half-truths that is more 
dangerous and misleading than an outright 
falsehood. To be sure, folk come to the 
racetrack to bet on their selections or 
tips. The writer went racing fot many 
years before being paid to write about it, 
and wagered consistently. But the reason 
why I went racing, instead of gambling 
with dice, cards or roulette ata time when 
I was living in France and the casino at 
Engheim was easily accessible, was be- 
cause I was fascinated by the excitement, 
color and tradition of the sport, as well 
as by its aesthetic appeal. For my money, 
and for that of such artists as Degas, 
Toulouse-Lautrec, Raul Dufy and others, 
nature provides no more beautiful sight 
than a field of good Thoroughbred horses, 
particularly when seen in such surround- 
ings say, as Belmont Park, Delaware 
Park and Saratoga, not to mention the 
most beautiful of all - Chantilly. 

“The fact is that people go to race- 
tracks because they enjoy the color and 
excitement of racing - much as they 
enjoy gambling. If gambling is the prime 
incentive, they canstay home or in saloons, 
and bet on other sports that they can see 
on TV, It is a known fact that bookmakers 
today handle far more money on other 
sports, particularly baseball, basketball 
and football, none of which contribute to 
the state, than they do on racing. And it 
is always easy to find a “friendly” game 
of gin or poker. Actually, a preponder- 
ance of those attending races occasional- 
ly, at least, play cards for money, but 
that doesn’t keep them from going to con- 
siderable inconvenience and expense to en- 
joy the drama, excitement, color and 


tradition of horseracing. Finally, so far 
as sports are concerned, racing is not 
only ‘‘City Hall,’ but the state capital, 
because of the vast revenue it contributes 
to the commonwealths that have legalized 
it, Do you suppose the columnists and 
feature writers mentioned above will ever 
tire of fighting city hall? Obviously, they 
can’t win. 

‘Incidentally, the same columnists 
might, if they cared to, mention the real 
reason why the Giants and Brooklyn 
Dodgers left Néw York, Horace Stoneham, 
for one, was outspoken on the subject. In 
that connection, though Eddie Arcaro has 
been the target often of unprintable in- 
sults for many years, I don’t recall his 
ever having bottles and other more or 
less lethal objects thrown at him. Not 
every outfielder can say the same.” 


SMALLEST EPSOM DERBY WINNER 

As to the horse generally accepted by 
Turf historians as the smallest to win 
the Derby, it is probable that Little Wonder 
(the 1840 winner) should at least share the 
distinction with Daniel O’Rourke, success- 
ful in the Epsom classic in 1852. 

Little Wonder was bred by Mr. Alex- 
ander Nowell, of Underley Hall, West- 
moreland, and was sold as a yearling to 
Mr. D. Robertson, of Ladykirk, Berwick- 
shire. He measured 14 hands 3 1/2 inches 
when he won the Derby by a length. 
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Of Daniel O’Rourke (by Irish Bird- 
catcher, and bred by Mr. John Bowes of 
Streatlam Castle), the always accurate 
‘The Druid’, recorded: ‘He was the length- 
iest and most compact of the Birdcatcher 
family, and was only fourteen hands and 
three inches when he won the Derby, but 
at four years old he reached nearly fifteen 
hands two inches. 

In more recent times Hyperion won the 
1933 Derby, his height then being 15 hands 
1 1/2 inches. J.F-B. 


GERMAN COURT SUSTAINS 
POST RACE BETTING 

The West Germany Supreme Court 
has sustained the appeal of a Hamburg 
business man who placed bets with Brun 
Bartels, a leading West Berlin bookmaker, 
on race horses running in the Paris area, 
after the horses had actually won, The 
bettor had a friend who telephoned him 
from the Paris race track to a Berlin 
restaurant next to the bettor’s place of 
business immediately after the conclusion 
of the races in question, The original 
sentence of two years hard labor was 
reversed, According to Reuters a rep- 
resentative of a Berlin bookmakers’ as- 
sociation pointed out that the bookmaker 
in question must have been particularly 
careless “‘since starting times of races 
are well known in advance, no bets are 
usually accepted after the start.” 
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Steps Toward An 


ideal Diet 


An ‘‘ideal’”’ diet for man and animal, 
one that can be scientifically tailored to 
the individual for optimum growth and 
health, may be within striking distance 
through a laboratory-tested nutritional 
concept proposed by a scientist for Chas. 
Pfizer & Co., Inc. 

Dr. Charles I, Jarowski, director of 
pharmaceutical research and development 
for the firm, told of nutritional studies 
with rats that supported his concept in 
a talk before some 300 agricultural lead- 
ers and animal nutritionists attending 
Pfizer’s ninth annual research conference. 

The Jarowski theory states that, for 
optimum protein efficiency, the amount of 
each essential amino acid eaten daily by 
any species - man or animal - should 
correspond proportionately to the amount 
found in the blood plasma in that species 
(the fasting blood plasma profile), 

The validity of Dr. Jarowski’s theory 
was verified experimentally in collabora- 
tive studies carried out under the direc- 
tion of Dr. Milton Winitz, National Cancer 
Institute, and in association with Dr. 
Arthur V, Puccini of Pfizer and M, Clyde 
Otey, at the National Institutes of Health. 

What these scientists demonstrated, 
said Dr. Jarowski, was that the dietary 
need for the building blocks of life could 
be achieved by using the individual him- 
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self as the yardstick, 

In this work, the scientific team de- 
signed a study to compare the growth 
rate of a group of rats fed a synthetic 
diet, No, 116, with the growth rate of a 
second group subsisting on a comparable 
diet with the exception that the level of 
essential amino acids would be varied 
according to the Jarowski concept. 

The control diet 116 itself was the 
result of six years of scientific labor, 
and represented the most efficient 
chemically defined diet yet devised. It 
was composed of 18 crystalline amino 
acids, 16vitamins, pertinent salts, glucose 
and ethyl linoeate (source of essential 
fat), Many amino acid corrections were 
made in the theoretically ‘‘improved”’ 
diet, noted Dr. Jarowski. Among them, 
the limiting amino acid, lysine, was in- 
creased over the control diet 116. In 
addition, threonine and tryptophan concen- 
trations were also increased in the test 
diet. 

Within a month, the diet developed by 
the Jarowski concept had bettered the 
growth response in the control group of 
rats by 15 per cent. 

Out of this initial work, reported Dr. 
Jaroswki, an even better diet was for- 
mulated which stimulated a growth 
response identical to Diet 116 but pos- 
sessing a 20 per cent greater nitrogen 
efficiency. This was possible, he noted, 
because certain of the essential amino 
acids were present in Diet 116 in excess 
of the dietary need, and their levels could 
be markedly lowered without serious ef- 
fects. 

Dr. Jarowski’s conclusions from these 
studies to date are that the amount of 
each essential amino acid found in the 
blood plasma in a species (the fasting 
blood plasma profile) appears to be a 
guide to predicting the relative protein 
efficiency of various diets. 

**It would seem,’’ he continued, ‘‘that 
the fasting plasma amino acid levels 
represent a dynamic condition which can 
be used as a guide to formulate the ideal 
protein required for optimum nutrition.”’ 

Dr. Jarowski believes the future im- 
plications of this initial work could be 
far-reaching. Through simple supple- 
mentation of amino acids, the individual 
could anticipate optimum healthful de- 
velopment, he reports. The elimination 
of many nutritional diseases, metabolic 
dysfunctions and infectious diseases may 
also be possible through application of 
the concept, 

In other applications, ideal diets for 
animals may be possible that will assure 
optimum growth and development, reports 
Dr. Jarowski. Too, supplements may be 
produced that will enhance the biological 
value of cheap but low-grade abundant 
native proteins of under-privileged per- 
sons and nations.

ENGLISH HORSES TRIUMPH 
IN ASCOT GOLD CUP 

To the great surprise and delight of 
English racegoers, not one of the strong 
contingent of French-trained horses could 
finish in the first four in the Ascot Gold 
Cup, as English runners made a clean 
sweep of the prize money. 

Favored at 5-4 on for the 11,205 
pounds that went with winning the two anda 
half mile highlight of Royal Ascot week 
was the four-year-old Puissant Chef, win- 
ner last year of the French St. Leger 
and Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe before 
coming to Laurel Park where he unseated 
his rider at the start. This year Puissant 
Chef was already the winner of the French 
equivalent of the Gold Cup, the Prix du 
Cadran, in which he had narrowly beaten 
Tehuelche, the latter also being a Gold 
Cup candidate, along with the good filly 
Lezghinka, successful last year in the 
Prix Vermeille, Flores III and Puissant 
Chef’s pacemaker, Montrouge. 

Best backed of the English runners 
was the Laurel Park failure Prolific, but 
victory went to the 12 1/2-1 chance 
Pandofell, owned by H. Warwick Daw and 
trained by Freddy Maxwell. After Mont- 
rouge had set a fast gallop until six 
furlongs from home, Prolific, Shatter and 
Pandofell led turning into the straight and 
soon afterwards the last-named drew away 
to win easily by five lengths. Mrs. P.A. B. 
Widener’s American-bred Jet Stream 
came through late to snatch second place 
off Prolific, but at no stage did Puissant 
Chef look likely to be involved in the 
shake-up. This was the third Gold Cup 
victory in five years for champion jockey 
Lester Piggott. 

Bought at the end of his two-year- 
old career for only 630 pounds, Pandofell 
has now ,won seven races worth 16,434 
pounds.

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The Anatomy of the Horse 
Feeds and Feeding - Hay 


by Col. Marion I, Voorhes 


1, If conditions were such that you 
could have all of the hay or all of the 
grain you wanted, but not both hay and 
grain which would you choose? 

Hay. Of course it would constitute a 
maintenance ration and the animal could 
do very little work on it. For instance, 
ranch horses on round-up subsist on hay 
which in that country cures itself on the 
ground, but each cowhand has from four 
to six horses - when one tires he picks 
up another one. 

2. Give the reasons for your answer to 
(1). 

Bulk is necessary for the proper per- 
formance of digestion, No concentrate 
furnishes sufficient bulk, 

3. How much alfalfa would you feed 
per day along with some of the lighter 
hays such as timothy or prairie? 

About 5 pounds. 

4, What are the distinguishing features 
of good hay? 

l. It should be moderately fine and 
leafy, not too hard or tough, and never 
woody. Seeds of timothy heads should be 
tight on the stem. To meet these qualifica- 
tions it must have been cut at the proper 
time which in general is before or in full 
bloom depending on the class of hay. 

2. It should be sweet smelling and 
sound, free from foreign material such 
as sand burs, thistles, needle grass, and 
mature foxtail. 

3. When the stack or bale is broken 
it should show a characteristic green, 
depending on the class of hay. In general 
the amount of carotene is proportional to 
the greenness in its color. 

4. After about 6 menths after cutting 
it slowly deteriorates in nutritive value 
until it is unfit to feed .after 2 years. 

5. It should show none of the charac- 
teristics of bad hay such as too fine in the 
Stems, undéveloped heads, bleached, 
brown, moldy, or mow-burnt, 

5. What is “‘chop’’? 

Hay cut in short lengths with a hay 
chopper, usually mixed with the grain 
feed to make the horse eat more slowly. 

6. Clover hay is sometimes rather 
dusty. What can you do about it? 

Sprinkle it lightly with water. Some 
add a pinch of salt to the water. 

7. Alfalfa hay is sometimes dry and 
brittle and the leaves fall off. What can 
you do about it? 

Shake the leaves off in a tarpaulin 
and feed them with the grain. In the 
evening cover the hay to be fed the next 
day with a damp sack. It will absorb 
enough moisture to be more appetizing and 
less brittle, 

8. What may be the result if your horse 


grazes frosted or wet alfalfa or clover? 

Digestive disturbance, probably colic. 

9. How do you prepare roots such as 
carrots for feeding? 

Slice them lengthwise 
‘choke’, 

10, Give 9 rules for good feeding and 
briefly explain the reason for each rule, 

1, Feed little and often: The horse 
has a small stomach in proportion to its 
feed requirements. In the wild state the 
horse eats a while and rests a while. The 
rule especially applies to sick or de- 
bilitated animals. 

2. Feed plenty of bulk - hay and other 
roughages, bran in limited quantities. The 
digestive organs function best when rea- 
sonably full. Bulk is an absolute necessity 
to health. 

3. Feed according to the workdone. The 
bodily demand for concentrates increases 
more rapidly than it does for energy pro- 
ducing foods as the amount of work in- 
creases, and vice versa. 

4. Water before feeding. This is based 
on the thought that the animal might be 
very thirsty if not watered before feeding 
and wash undigested food out of the stomach 
by drinking A LOT of water. Where the 
horse has continuous access to water and 
drinks a little while eating no damage is 
done. 

5. Feed something succulentevery day, 
if possible, to compensate for the loss of 
grass. In the absence of pasture green 
alfalfa is a good substitute. 

6. Do not work fast immediately after 
a full feed or when the stomach is full of 
grass. The stomach lies just behind the 
lungs and will press against the diaphragm 
(and lungs) ifdistended, and hinder breath-

ing. Work immediately after a full feed 
will also cause colic. 

7. Make no sudden change in the type 
of food. Changes must be gradual and 
spread over several days. 

8. Feed clean and good quality forage 
only. The digestive system functions best 
on good quality feed and veterinary bills 
are reduced accordingly. 

9. Keep the same feeding hours daily. 
The horse is an animal of habit, it thrives 
on routine, This rule may not be impres- 
sive, but it is highly important. 

11, How do you prevent a greedy animal 
from bolting its feed and/or rooting it 
out of the feed tub? 

Use an improvised or manufactured 
slow-feeder feed tub, or mix chop, bran, 
or alfalfa leaves with the grain. Some use 
a deep feed tub and place two or three 
fist-sized boulders in the tub, 

12. How do you feed and handle an 
animal that “‘stocks-up”’ in the legs? 

The protein portion of the ration must 
be carefully regulated and kept at the 
minimum that will maintain the animal in 
good condition, Light hay is indicated in 
such cases and corn is not fed, There 
must always be sufficient exercise to 
maintain active .circulation in the legs. 

13, Why is a thin (emaciated) animal 
incapable of digesting large feeds of grain 
without incurring the risk of indigestion 
and/or colic? 

The muscles of the digestive organs 
are equally as wasted and weak as the 
superficial (the ones you see on the out- 
side) muscles. The rule of “‘little and 
often’? must be strictly observed. As 
bodily strength increases and exercise 
is proportionately increased, you may 
gradually return to normal feeding 
methods. 

NOTE, This chapter barely scratches 
the surface. The Morrison Publishing Co., 
515 Woodlands Drive, Clinton, lowa pub- 
lishes an up-to-date book on the subject 
“‘Feeds and Feeding, Abridged” (ninth 
edition) which should be in every horse- 
man’s library. 
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My Kingdom for a Horse

To the uninitiated, a horseman is an 
individual whose life is one long fox hunt, 
horse show, fiesta or rodeo that he enjoys 
in the company of other horse-loving 
friends. Thev have no conception of the 
stable chores or the number of man- 
hours of slave labor that go into the making 
of even one good show prospect. It is well 
for the horse market that they do not or 
there would be a dearth of suckers to buy 
them! 

True, if a horse-owner lives in fox- 
hunting country, he probably does enjoy 
the thrill of the chase in season; and, 
come county fair time, his freshly painted 
van and meticulously groomed entry area 
colorful part of this familiar American 
scene. Behind this facade of glamour, how- 
ever, there emerges a weekday character 
far different in appearance from his week- 
end counterpart. Dressed in worn jeans, 
dirty shirtail hanging out, a faded overall 
jacket with frayed pockets and buttons 
missing, and hobbling along in old boots 
with the seams split and heels worndown, 
he emerges from the back-door of his 
home at the crack of dawn straight from the 
pages of ‘‘The Grapes Of Wrath.” This 
sad sack is either you or me between 
horse shows or neighborhood hunts. 

The phrase, “‘It eats like a horse” 
is no joke either. The average horse con- 
sumes about 4 1/2 ton of hay and over 
1000 Ibs. of grain in a year. It follows, 
if you shove it in the front end, you needs 
must take it out the back. So, inthe spring 
when others are busy sprucing up their 
lawn and property, a horseman can be found 
forking manure, wet and heavy with the 
accumulated snow and slush of winter, into 
the backend of a trailer or pickup truck to 
be redistributed over the bare spots in 
the combination pasture, paddock and rid- 
ing field. It makes real good padding in 
case the horse refuses at the last moment 
and sends his rider catapulting over the 
schooling fences without him, In my case, 
having to shovel it is probably a blessing 
in disguise. I find the rancid odor of wet 
manure a sure cure for sinus and spring 
colds, It acts on my nasal passages just 
like Vicks. I really ought to patent the 
idea, 

It is possible, too, to go broke on 
horses without ever having once bought a 
pari-mutuel ticket. The initial cost of the 
animal is usually the smallest part of the 
total’ investment. The construction of a 
stable, the enclosure of a pasture and the 
various types of driving, riding and show- 





ing equipment and stable supplies are all 
expenditures the novice horseman doesn’t 
even figure on when he first begins to 
dream of owning a horse of his own some- 
day. 

After all this complaining about the 
difficulties encountered in the ownership 
of a horse, the next question naturally is, 
**Why bother then, if it is so tough? Sell 
off the horses and tack, rent out the stable 
and live on easy street?” Those are 
questions I ask myself when I roll out of 
bed at 4:30 A.M. on chilly Minnesota win- 
ter mornings to feed and care for the 
nags before eating my own breakfast and 
getting ready to go to work in a distant 
city. 

The answer isn’t easy to figure out. 
I know it isn’t just the vanity of the few 
trophies and gaudy ribbons I have accumu- 
lated over the years, or even the eager 
nicker of the horses when I come with 
their oats, or the silky feel of their coats 
when thoroughly groomed - I’m far too 
tired and dirty myself by then to appreci- 
ate anything - nor is it the lack of other 
interests or the capacity to acquire them. 
I could, without horses to take up all my 
time, enroll in a night school to further 
my education, I could participate in a 
poetry workshop to develop that interest 
and talent, I could acquire the home- 
making skills I sadly lack, I could turn 
out deathless prose on subjects other than 
horses, I could - the list is endless, but 
why go on? A horsewoman I was born and 
a horsewoman I will probably die and no 
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power on earth is likely to change me in 
that respect. The explanation goes a lot 
deeper than the thrills and spills of the 
sport. 

I think it is the recognition of what ap- 
pears to be our own humanity reflected in 
the horse that accounts for his over- 
whelming appeal to the human race. Take 
Smokey C, for instance, the aging outlaw 
who boards at Sunrise Acres. Purchased 
by the McDonalds as a game horse for the 
kids to learn to ride on until they could 
find a better mount for them, the old mus- 
tang has proved so entertaining acustom- 
er to have around it is difficult to imagine 
life without him. When he first came, he 
was a typical bug-eyed bronc - wary of 
strangers and difficult to catch. His teeth 
had been neglected so long they had grown 
long and pointed and made eating a painful 
chore for the old fellow. His stomach had 
shrunk from starvation and every rib 
showed. Neither pony nor horse, but some- 
where betwixt and between in size, he 
looked like a caricature of an animal with 
his large hammerhead, long lean body, 
branded hip and short heavily muscled 
legs. The McDonalds quickly had his 
teeth filed and bought prepared ground 
feed to help him put on flesh. Since he was 
a slow eater with his sore mouth, we al- 
loted him the use of a large iron-bound 
box stall where he could take his time to 
eat and munch hay free from the jealousy 
of the other horses. Special attention was 
given his grooming as well, and in time 
he became as frisky as a colt. All this 
attention went to the poor old fellow’s 
head and he began to be quite aggressive 
and demanding toward his human masters. 
Whenever the McDonalds or I failed to feed 
him first, he would give the walls of his 
stall a resounding thwack with his hooves. 
To cure him of this annoying habit, I took 
to bringing the whip instead of his oats and 
dusting his backsides with it. Darned if I 
was going to let a $40.00 bronc order me 
around! That cured him for awhile. Then 
one day he forgot and let fly a forceful 
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kick that put a 1/2 inch dent in one of the 
boards. Immediately he knew he had done 
the wrong thing. He crowded up into a 
corner and started to shiver and shake 
before I even came with the whip. I didn’t 
disappoint him, but let him have a few 
light strokes in the region of his tail. 
Smokey was pretty good for awhile but 
then one morning when I had occasion to 
make several trips past his stall to tend to 
a dog who had whelped in the night, he 
grew quite impatient. He nickered con- 
stantly at me and I acknowledged it every- 
time with promises of bringing him his 
oats as soon as I could. Just as I finally 
left to get his feed, he lifted a front hoof 
and gently rapped with it against a board 
in the stall wall. Not hard enough, mind 
you, to mar the woodwork, but just enough 
to let me know the service was not up to 
par. His manner of doing it was just like 
that of an old dog dining out who, after 
whistling at the waitress and getting no 





The elemental needs of the animals, 
which I supply, and their utter contentment 
with their lot somehow strip my life of its 
artificiality. I take twice as long with the 
chores as I need to because I have to 
pause frequently to watch the horses at 
their play. Communing with nature through 
one of nature’s own is good mental ther- 
apy for this schizophrenic age. By laughing 
at the absurdities of the colts and the 
settled habits of the older horses we un- 
consciously laugh at our own foibles and 
eccentricities as we identify ourselves 
with them. By doing so we shed some of 
the orneriness in our own natures and we 
are therefore able to meet our fellowman 
on a broader, more tolerant plane, 

While there may well be other worlds 
for me to conquer, I know I would rather 
**queen”’ it over my own little kingdom of 
3 1/2 acres than be elevated to some spot 
in the sun that did not include my horses. 
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attention, then raps for the management 
to register his complaint. 

Another time when old Smokey was 
Siretched out on some dry manure and 
straw in the sun, Merdaha, the yearling 
colt, came up to him. He looked at his 
Sleeping companion for awhile and then 
temptation got the better of his good 
nature. Reaching down, he took Smokey’s 
ear between his teeth and gently pulled 
on it. Smokey paid no attention, but just 
went on with his sleeping. Merdaha reach- 
ed down and did the same with the other 
ear. Still no response from the sleeping 
animal. The third time Merdaha both 
pulled and bit into the ear and WOW, did 
old Smoke ever explode! With an agility 
of movement that belied his age, the old 
goat scrambled to his feet with eyes 
blazing and teeth bared and made a flying 
leap at Merdaha that knocked the sur- 
prised colt off balance. When he had 
righted himself, Merdaha trotted over to 
me for sympathy and treatment of the torn 
skin where Smokey’s teeth had sunk in. 
When I had finished sprinkling some 
sulfa powder on the wound, he trotted off 
again casting a baleful glance at the older 
horse which seemed to say, 

**Well, you old crab, can’t you take a 
joke?”’ 


Turkish Baths 


for 
Racehorses

An octogenarian ex-Yorkshire trainer 
writes to me this week: “It was announced 
in Sporting Life recently that in Japan 
veterinary surgeons are advocating Turk- 
ish baths for racehorses. The paragraph 
was headed ‘Now Turkish Baths for race- 
horses’, obviously suggesting that this is 
something new. I have a distinct recollec- 
tion of the late John Osborne telling me 
that they had equine Turkish baths both at 
Newmarket and Middleham when he was a 
young man, and that Colonel Towneley at- 
tributed winning the Derby to the use of 
them. Have you any data confirming this?”’. 

The late Colonel Towneley trained with 
the Oates family at Middleham and the 
whole of his correspondence with his 
trainer brothers and the latter’s diaries 
and account books were some years ago 
sent to me, 

From these it is obvious that the Lan- 
cashire Colonel was a great believer in 
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equine vapour baths. Although his trainers 
were not, they had to follow the owner’s 
wishes with Kettledrum, which won the 
Derby of exactly acentury ago. There were 
then two vapour baths at Middleham and 
they seem to have caught on for atime with 
trainers, for later there were three of 
these equine Turkish baths, and at least 
one at that period at Newmarket. 

So early as 1859 we find Mr. R. East- 
wood (agent to Col. Towneley and partner 
in some of the horses running in both the 
names), writing to William Oates at Mid- 
dleham: 

I quite agree with you that it would be 
well to postpone the vapour bath for Ticket 
of Leave until he returns from Newmarket. 
Mr. Moore seems very sanguine as to the 
success of these baths and says it is im- 
possible for him to catch cold, and it may 
be of inconceiveable benefit to rendering 
the horse the free use of his limbs. He 
suspects you do not give the system a fair 
trial. Let me beg of younotto shirk it, as, 
if you do, the Colonel, devotedly attached 
to it, would, I am sure, take his horses 
away, if he even thought you persued any 
other system. 

Butterfly, which won the 1860 Oaks, 
(running in Mr. Eastwood’s name), had a 
course of Turkish baths as part of her pre- 
paration. It would seem that some owners 
had private equine vapour baths and that 
the great authority Admiral Rous (‘The 
Dictator of the Turf’), was convinced of 
their efficacy. Apparently the majority of 
owners and trainers of a century ago were 
not converted and the public horse baths at 
Middleham and elsewhere had to close 
down. 

In his ‘Horse Racing’ Admiral Rous in 
1866 continued to advocate these baths 
and urged breeders to give yearlings five 
or six ‘hot-air baths’ at intervals of a 
month or six weeks, after they were taken 
up. In March 1861 (before Kettledrum had 
given the vapour treatment a fillip by 
winning the Derby), a leading Turf journal 
said: 

Nothing can be more vague than the re- 
ports of equine Turkish baths, and dry- 
ing sweaters seems fikely as their ulti- 
mate mission so far as racing is concern- 
ed. Paleface has been in Lord Stamford’s 
bath. William Butler’s undisguised con- 
tempt is in inverse ratio to Admiral 
Rous’s intense admiration, 

Four years later ‘The Sporting Mag- 
azine’ announced: 

Turkish baths have quite gone out of 
fashion in racing stables except to dry 
clothing. Hubert, reduced by a Turkish 
bath, was quite ruined after a trial at 
high weights, and sold to Sir George 
Strickland. Trainers found boys were 
never out of these Turkish baths, and 
some of them have quite ruined their 
weight, and got heavy long before their 
time. 

Hubert, by the way, was owned by 
Col. Towneley.

Repeated snow storms at home drove 
me South to fox hunt. The Oliver Healeys 
of Georgia had previously invited me to 
visit them, My charming hostess Cornelia 
Healey said she was not toocomplimented 
that I only accepted because of the snow.

There were cocktail 
parties, dinners and a Ball, besides get 
togethers with old School and College 
mates, and tours indulging my interest in 
early houses and furniture.

Shakerag Hounds 
I had two days with Shakerag Hounds, 
of which Oliver is Joint Master. Through- 
out this tour I was very well mounted on 
horses which were easy to ride. This first 
day, I was on a little chestnut mare with 
light mouth, 
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of about 30, some of whom I met last 
year, and a number of children who were 
well turned out and very well mannered. 

The pack was quite different in ap- 
pearance from last year. To their original 
Walkers have been added some from the 
disbanded Maplehurst Hounds, These are 
of the Virginia red strain. 

It was one of those days which every 
Master has had, but which give him 
gray hairs. Jokingly Oliver had said, 
*‘Poor scent today’’. He was right, how- 
ever, for it was very hot nearly 70 degrees 
and dry - no rain. Grass and leaves were 
parched and the red clay soil hard. Several 
times a hound or two spoke, but scent 
was so poor they could not even carry 
the line far enough for the rest of the 
pack to hark to them, 

The second day was better, Although 
it was still hot, the atmosphere seemed 
to change somewhat. Down along a river 
bottom, where there was moisture, hounds 
found a fox and went away up river. As 
we galloped to catch them we had to go 
part of the way around a dirt road and 
through a woods, When we neared the 
river again, hounds were returning down 
river, still running. They must have run 
45 minutes. For this run I was mounted 
on Cornelia’s favorite horse called 
**Saint’’, He is properly named, 


Midland Foxhounds 

The next day my gracious host, Oliver 
Healey, drove me about 100 miles, and 
vanned horses too, for a day with the 
newly recognized Midland Foxhounds near 
Columbus, Georgia. The Joint Masters 
Ben Hardaway and Dr. Jack Hughston, 
brothers-in-law, took us immediately to 
the kennels. 

Although this pack has just been rec- 
ognized Ben Hardaway has had hounds 
for years. The foundation stock is JULY. 
I knew little about this strain of American 
hound before. He toid me they go back to 
Maryland blood (probably the famous 
MOUNTAIN and MUSE), They also have 
WALKER blood and inaddition these JULY 
hounds seem to have some WELSH blood, 
which shows in their rough and sometimes 
curly coats. He likes them because they 
have tremendous drive and really push a 
fox over that rough country. He has select- 
ed individuals of this breed which have 
good voices, Several years agohe crossed 
some of them with Virginia hounds, Only 
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one litter of those crosses turned out well. 

More recently he bought some Penn- 
Marydel hounds. He crossed these with 
his July strain and is very pleased with 
the result. He now plans more of such 
crosses and wants to buy more Penn- 
Marydels, Both Masters exude enthusiasm. 

We were given a luncheon at the 
luxurious big house of the parents Mr. 
and Mrs. Hardaway, Sr., then mounted 
for the afternoon meet. 

Ben Hardaway hunted the hounds. Dr. 
Hughston and a young lady (Yolanda 
Langerman) acted as Whippers-in, During 
the long hack up red clay roads to the 
first draw, Ben asked me to ride up with 
him. He talked hounds the whole time, I 
thus obtained most of the above informa- 
tion, Upon reaching the desired area 
hounds cast themselves well, as do most 
of those with Walker or July blood, It 
was still hot and dry. Prospect of sport 
seemed slim, so I was not surprised 
that bounds did not run the first time they 
opened, 

He drew rough wooded hilly country 
with streams and banks. A recent ice 
storm had broken and bent pines across 
the paths making them worse. Almost the 
only relief from the woods were the clear- 
ed rights of way for separate power, 
telephone and gas lines. Chicken coops 
were over wire fences in the woods, 

Several times a hound would speak and 
a few others join him, but scent was too 
poor for them to run. Ben said, ‘‘We 
often have runs about 4 P.M. when humidity 
increases”, but 4 o’clock came and 5 
o’clock too - still no run, We were heading 
home when at 5:25 hounds opened. Some 
went into a Swamp near us where we could 
hear them, but could not ride, It took a 
full ten minutes for them to straighten it 
out, Finally some came out on our side of 
the swamp and with good hound work 
puzzled it out until they were close to 
their fox, which made a circle in that 
area. This enabled the others to hark to 
them. It really sounded good, showing 
the results of Ben’s efforts to breed for 
voice. 

Then the fox went away and we had a 
mad gallop over those rough wooded hills 
for a point of over 4 miles before the fox 
turned and was viewed crossing a road on 
his way back, Hounds finally killed this 
good running gray fox about a mile before 
he got back to his home territory, just an 
hour after they came out of the swamp. 
That was the 16th fox killed by that pack 
this season, 

We hacked back in pitch darkness, it 
being 8 P.M. by the time we returned 
horses to the vans. 


Hillsboro Hounds 

From Atlanta I flew to Nashville, Tenn, 
where the inimitable Dudley Fort carried 
me for cgcktails to the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Dortch before we even unloaded the 
baggage. My hosts Mr. and Mrs. Fort 
were most hospitable. The next morning 
we went fox hunting with Hillsboro Hounds, 


Friday, July 7, 1961 

The Joint Masters Vernon Sharp and John 
Sloan were both out of town so ‘‘Uncle 
Dudley’’ took over. The only ones out were 
the professional huntsman Felix Peach, 
two young ladies, Dudley and me. 

He kindly mounted me on the younger 
of his two big gray horses, WATERFORD, 
a 17 hand Irish hunter with a good deal of 
quality. He has won many ribbons and 
championships. He carried me beautifully, 
is easy to ride, jumps with a great spring 
and has lovely manners. 

The late Mason Houghland established 
the Hillsboro Hounds, but never applied 
for recognition, The foundation was Walker 
blood, During the war he had a draft of 
English hounds from the North Cotswold, 
These were crossed on the Walkers and 
later other Walkers were added. Now they 
have imported moreEnglish hounds from 
the Brocklesby and are using one of these 
as a Stud Dog, They are very much small- 
er than the usual English Hounds, but are 
very level in size and conformation, In 
fact the younger hounds which are the 
result of these crosses are as level as 
any pack I know, and have won a great 
deal at Southern Bench Shows, 

We went across lovely grass fields 
near the kennels, but these containalmost 
no coverts. Then Felix drew the near-by 
hills. For many years I have thought of 
Tennessee as ideal hunting country, due 
perhaps to all the publicity given the 
Grasslands project in the 1920s and the 
great reputation of Mason Houghland which 
made me think the country he hunted would 
be excellent. 

The level grass fields are fine, but 
the hills are covered with loose stones and 
outcroppings of smooth slab rock and are 
over grown with mock orange thorn bushes, 
yet they gallop over them fearlessly. 

There seem to be gray foxes all over 
these rough rocky hills. Hounds soon found 
there and while they were running one 
gray fox, two others were viewed, Running 
this first fox about 20 minutes they 
eventually pushed him out of the hill down 
to the level grass country, where they 
stopped at a hedge row. The gray may have 
gone to ground there, but the huntsman 
did not go to investigate, nor did he cast 
hounds to pick up the line. 

Instead he went to another of those 
hills, not quite as rough as the first one. 
Here hounds found more foxes and a few 
hounds ran each, so that two or more 
groups would be running indifferent places 
at the same time. While we were standing 
near the top of the hill listening to this, 
a pretty red sided gray fox ran very close 
to our horses. He was not one ofthe hunt- 
ed foxes. 

These hounds have rather light voices 
as would be expected from an English- 
Walker cross. However, the Walker blood 
is probably valuable in those hill coverts, 
where the huntsman cannot help them 
much, so they need to be self reliant. 

Later hounds found again and most of 
them got together on this one which they 
ran for about 15 minutes before putting

him to ground, They marked him well. 
In all hounds must have chased half a 
dozen foxes. We were able to gallop after 
them, on two, the first and the last. 

Felix showed me his kennels with pride. 
The main brick building contains only 
the reception room with fire place, where 
the trophies are displayed, the cooking and 
utility rooms. A concrete draw yard and 
large grass runs are outside. In the center 
of each of these grass yards is a small 
white wooden house where the hounds in 
that yard are kenneled, Everything is neat 
and well kept. 


Keswick Hounds 

It was quite a contrast to go from the 
warm dry weather in Georgia and Ten- 
nessee to the next stop on my hunting 
tour, the hills of Virginia near Charlottes- 
ville where fields were still covered with 
a blanket of snow, 

My charming host and hostess Colonel 
and Mrs. Clark Lawrence and I felt sure 
that they would not hunt the next day. In 
the morning it looked even less likely. 
Temperatures had been above freezing 
all night. The melting snow caused a dense 
fog and rain was predicted. 

Fortunately the Meet was at Castle 
Hill, my host’s stately old Colonial man- 
sion, When the Master called him to say 
they definitely would hunt, he said, ‘‘Well, 
we are right here at home, we can stay 
out a little while’’. 

Keswick Hounds met at 10 A.M. It was 
a joint meet withDeep Run and Farmington 
and to our surprise over 40 people were 
mounted, They had come from Richmond 
and even from Norfolk 160 miles away - 
certainly a very sporting group. Larry, 
my host, mounted me on a Thoroughbred 
which was fresh at the meet but settled 
down and carried me beautifully. 

Roberts Coles, Esq. Master of Keswick 
hunts the hounds, This pack consists of a 
combination of Virginia and Walker and 
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crosses of the two strains, The Master 
kindly asked me to ride up with him which 
I was happy to do. There was still about 
5 inches of soft slushy melting snow on the 
ground, every little stream was a rushing 
torrent. As he drew the woods adjoining 
the Mansion, where Larry has bridle paths 
beautifully cut out, I watched the hounds 
pick their way over the tough going as 
though they could hardly get along. When 
some found and opened the others simply 
flew to them, forgetting all about the 
difficult going. 

We had a fast gallop of 30 minutes in 
the paths and on good unpaved roads to 
stay with them, being parallel to them 
most of the time. The footing was much 
better than you would suspect. Horses did 
not ball up badly, because the snow was 
so soft. It was muddy, of course, but not 
really deep. 

On top of the mountain hounds separat- 
ed and ran several foxes for over an hour 
while we went from place to place and 
listened. Finally, when the field had dis- 
appeared and therain started, Bobby Coles 
went to collect his hounds and directed 
me back. Mr. Todd joked about the short 
time I was going to stay out, but the 
Master had to send me home, 

A big party at the Hunt Club followed 
by a dinner at Castle Hill and a Sunday 
luncheon at the Walter Fletchers conclud- 
ed this delightful tour.

The following is from “The Vineyard 
of Horsemanship’”® by Michael Barrett, 
1618, dedicated to Prince Charles, the 
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Bishop of Peterborough, and the gentle- 
men of Nottingham and Lincolnshire. 
“For the pleasure of hunting is so 
great that it exceedeth all others, that 
if it brought no other profit than the 
delight to follow a pack of good dogges 
(having a good horse), were enough to 
countervail the danger, for I esteem it 
above all earthly pleasures, It maintains 
the health, causeth an agil (sic) and apt 
body, increaseth knowledge how tocorrect 
his horse as occasion shall be offered, 
whereby if he should goe upon any martial 
service he will be ready to perform any 
desperate exploits with celerity and quick- 
ness. Beside the use of riding up and 
down high places and deep earths, so a 
hunting-horse may be made more servic- 
able for war, through his toughness and 
speed,” HLT.L. 
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Trails - Rings - Outside Course 
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Lancaster 

A pretty, young golden-haired girl 
and a pretty, young gray mare, carried 
off top honors at the Lancaster Horse 
Show by winning the Grand Champion 
Hunter award, plus the Green Working 
Hunter championship and the Junior Work- 
ing Hunter championship. 

The winning combination was Miss Linn 
Wilson, of Wyllpen Farms, West Chester, 
Pa., with her lovely five-year-old gray 
mare, High Dell, who earned an impressive 
24 points in the Green Working Division, 
a feat which earned her the division title 
and the grand award. High Dell also was 
junior working hunter champion with 15 
points - which, however, were not cal- 
culated in the Grand award, 

Two handsome “‘knights’’ - Sir Gold 
and Sir Guy, were champion and reserve 
in the Working Hunter Division. Sir Gold, 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. George W. Scheetz, 
Whitemarsh, and ridden by Miss Susan 
Dickson, captured the top honors with 
19 points. 

Miss Dickson also was winner of both 
the AHSA and ASPCA (Maclay) classes 
during the junior portion of the show. 

The Green working division incidental- 
ly, had the largest number of contestants 
of any of the hunter sections. 

In contrast, the Conformation section 
had the smallest number of entries - six 
horses, to be exact. A comparative new- 
comer, Happy Max, owned by Mrs, Joe 
Green, of Lititz, Pa., with Miss Ruby 
(Sue) Zemo, aboard, nabbed the title. 

The ‘open jumper division was so 
fiercely contested that the championship 
hung in the balance until the jump-off 
for second place in the Jumper Stake, 
when a leading contender withdrew. 

Grey Aero, of Frank Imperatore Motor 
Co,.’s Stables, of Canonsburg, Pa., the 
eventual champion, was ridden very cap- 
ably by Frank Imperatore, Jr., who guided 
the big seven-year-old gray calmly and 
coolly, letting him give all he had with 
the least fuss and bother. Going into the 
stake Grey Aero had 15 points, but hot 
behind him was Duffy Stables’ McLain 
Street, with Johnny Bell in the irons, who 
at that hour had 13 points. But also 
pressing closely were Bob Denault’s one- 
eyed horse, All Shook Up, and Country- 
side Lane, Johnny Lorenz, owner-rider. 
On the first round, Grey Aero, McLain 
Street and Countryside Lane were out 
of the running for the class, while Miss 
Wissie Mumma’s Tarquin Jay, of Bethle- 
hem, Pa., proceded to win the blue, leav- 
ing four horses, including All Shook Up, 
to jump-off for second, At that point, All 





Shook Up could have tied with Grey Aero 
for the big title, but after starting an 
unfortunate trip, Denault withdrew, drop- 
ping the title back to Grey Aero, and the 


reserve title to McLain Street, who was, 


champion at Devon the week before. 

Unlike Devon, the contestants seemed 
to have trouble in the FEI classes, and the 
committee visibly winced and turned their 
eyes heavenward as the shatter of timber 
was heard through the land. 

Among the best jumper classes were 
the knockdown and out events, the Sunday 
afternoon version finding five horses clean 
over the difficult course of ten obstacles. 
Grey Aero, after the other four each had 
but three clean jumps on the jump-off, 
then made five, all that were needed, to 
capture the event. 

Yellow Fever, owned by Mrs. Fitz 
Eugene Dixon, Philadelphia, with Mrs. 
Joseph Ferguson aboard, repeated his 
Devon victory by winning the Green Jump- 
er division with 20 decisive points. 

In the children’s division, the title of 
Grand Champion hunter pony was con- 
ferred on Hot Shot Kid, ridden by smiling 
owner Terry Rudd, of Berwyn, Pa., who 
had 18 points in the large pony division. 
However, it took a hack-off to decide both 
titles, for Terry tied with Hilda Thomas, 
Perkasie, Pa., riding Covert Boy, who also 
earned 18 points. But “the Kid’ hacked 
just a little bit better. Hot Shot Kid also 
was grand hunter pony champion in 1960 
at Lancaster. 

In the small pony hunter division, 
Wizard of Oz, owned and ridden by Susan 
W. Burr, Kimberton, successfully defend- 
ed his 1960 title by gaining the top tri- 
color with 13 points. Reserve was famous 
Smokey Joe, owned by Elise and Billy 
Boyce, Glencoe, Md. He was ridden very 
well by Craig LeBrun, ten, riding all the 
way through his first big show.

A very popular event in many horse 
shows in California and one in which com- 
petition is very strong is the Barbara 
Worth Good Seat and Hands Class, It is 
open to junior members of the Pacific 
Coast Hunter, Jumper and Stock Horse 
Association who have not reached their 
18th birthday. The course is set up at the 
discretion of the show management but 
must have 8 fences. The entrants work 
on the rail as well. The winner of this 
class receives a Medallion with a bar pin. 
He, also, qualifies to compete at the Cali- 
fornia Spring Festival (California State 
Fair) for the finals. The winner of a Bar- 
bara Worth Good Seat and Hands Medal- 
lion is automatically ineligible to show in 
any other such class during that year, but 
is eligible to compete in the finals. The 
winner of the finals receives a Gold Medal- 
lion embossed on a silver belt buckle. This 
excellent equitation event was originated

BOOK REVIEWS 





THE ELEGANT CARRIAGE, BY MARY- 
LIAN WATNEY. LONDON, J. A. ALLEN, 
1961, pp. 83, illus., $3.00. 

Marylian Watney, whose _ husband, 
Sanders Watney, is president of the British 
Driving Society, has produced a charm- 
ing little book copiously illustrated with 
43 plates and accompanying text, cover- 
ing the history of ‘‘The ElegantCarriage”’ 
from 1794 to modern times. The book is 
divided into three sections, namely 
‘‘Privately Driven Carriages”, ‘*The 
Coachmen-Driven Carriages”, and ‘*Pub- 
lic Conveyances”’, It is delightfully written 
and contains a great deal of social history 
as well as information interesting to whips 
in particular and horsemen in general. 
Virtually all the illustrations are ‘‘De 
L’Epoque’’. The book actually represents 
an enormous amount of research. The 
frontispiece ‘‘Home From The Honey- 
moon”’, painted by J. C. Waller in 1888, 
is quite the most dashing thing of its kind 
we have ever seen.

The Bloodstock Breeders’ Review can 
be compared to the American Racing Man- 
ual. It contains information on British rac- 
ing comparable to that one finds in the A- 
merican Racing Manual. However, anyone 
accustomed to using the American book 
must re-adjust to the indexing of the Bri- 
tish version, For instance a note at the top 
of the General Index informs you that ‘‘an 
index to Statistical Matter will be found on 
page 553.”” This is a pretty important part 
of the volume, which was compiled by 
Franklin E, Birch for The Thoroughbred 
Breeders’ Association’s publication, “‘The 
Statistical Abstract’® and reprinted by 
courtesy of that Assn. But once the reader 
overcomes the difference in indexing, the 
book becomes a valuable addition to the 
Horseman’s library, especially one who 
needs to delve into the records for British 
racing results of 1960. 

The Bloodstock Breeders’ Review also 
carries a resume of racing in other parts, 
of the world, Frank Talmadge Phelps, who 
contributes to the columns of The Chron- 
icle of the Horse, as does Maj. Peter 
Towers-Clark, the editor of the book,is 
the author of the section entitled Racing 
and Breeding in the United States of

ribbon seekers, they’d better find out ahead 
of time which seat the judge prefers before 
going into the ring! 

Of course, it would not matter which 
acceptable seat was used by a rider, if 
Stock Seat Equitation classes were judged 
under the Danish or Classification system 
- according to standards attained. The 
judge would be considering each rider’s 
seat on the requirement of whichever seat 
that rider was using. 

I think that the AHSA could clear up 
all the confusion by recognizing, as it has 
already done in the hunting division, that 
there is basicly only one correct WORK- 
ING SEAT - one which places the rider in 
balance with his horse at all times and 
does not “leave him behind’’ when an 
emergency arises. 

But, for the present, it behooves the 
western equitation rider to pick his shows 
carefully - or better still - to insist that 
prize lists indicate by description which 
seat will be recognized in a show’s Stock 
Seat Equitation classes.

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South American Training Methods 


Capt. Louis Duenas 


(Editox’s Note: The following interview ap- 
peared in a recent issue of The Florida 
Horse). 

We were most interested to talk to Capt. 
Luis Duenas, who has spent his life around 
horses in South America - breeding, 
breaking, schooling, and training. Capt. 
Duenas, who holds his rank from the Ecua- 
dorean Cavalry, is what one would call a 
**well-rounded”’ horseman, Not only has he 
been a breeder, owner, successful trainer 
and Technical Advisor of the School for 
Jockeys and Trainers in Venezuela, but 
he graduated as Maestra de Equitacion 
(Master of Equitation) from the Cavalry 
School of the Chilean Army, and has been 
a national and international equitation 
champion. 

Well informed about racing and equi- 
tation activities in South America, Capt. 
Duenas arrived in Miami nine months ago 
to find out about horses and horsemen in 
the United States. He has visited train- 
ing centers, breeding farms, hunt meeting, 
horse shows and race tracks from Flori- 
da to New York, In talking with him, we 
received some interesting answers to our 
questions. 

Q. What about the difference between 
North and South American methods of 
training? 

A. South America uses more the French 
system, with emphasis on lung develop- 
ment, North America prefers the English 
system that increases speed. 

Q. What in your professional opinion is 
the most important factor in the training 
of a race horse? 

A. Breaking is in my opinion the most 
important factor for the future of a race 
horse, It is what education or school is 
for the human - a genius ‘can be made or 
ruined by a good or bad teacher. Natural- 
ly the purpose of the horse is different 
from the human, but don’t forget that in 
both the brain controls all physical and 
mental activity. The most important ob- 
jective in breaking is how to use the horse’s 
brain for our purposes. 

The intelligence of ahorse is his mem- 
ory and the best way to school (I prefer 
this term to break) is todevelop the mem- 
ory and use the idea of conditioned reflexes 
to teach him how to use his full capacity to 
run, 

Q. From your observation in our coun- 
try and South American countries, could 
you tell us some important differences in 
racing and breeding? 

A. The differences are so many and 
so great that comparisons are difficult - 
differences between systems of measures 
and weights, days of racing, conditions of 
races, distances, blood lines, time of 
breaking, sales terms, breeding farms, 
and many others. 

To mention something specific that 
might be interesting for Florida breeders 
is that of swimming yearlings before 


breaking - breaking in South America is 
at the age of two. I recommend swimming 
as the best way to develop the lungs with- 
out problems in joints and tendons, Nat- 
urally it is necessary to use a lot of care 
in handling the horses, employing appro- 
priate pools and following a special sche- 
dule of swimming. The lung development is 
dramatically proven in the first races of 
the colts and recalls the well-knowncom- 
ment of the English: ‘‘The horse gallops 
on his muscles and runs on his lungs.”’ 

Q. Could you elaborate a little on this 
swimming for yearlings? 

A. The best answer would be a practi- 
cal demonstration. To make an attempt 
at description - you can use a canal at 
least ten feet deep with one side vertical 
with the water close to the top. It’s not 
necessary to have the canal more than 25 or 
30 feet long and it should have a walk of 
concrete its entire length. 

The entrance to the canal can be built 
in the form of a curve into the water in 
such a way as to have the yearlings lose 
ground slowly. The yearlings swim the dis- 
tance on a lead-shank until the exitcurve, 
similar to the entrance curve, is reached. 
It is necessary that when entering and leav- 
ing the canal the ground be firm and not 
slippery. In this way, one has a kind of pad- 
dock in which the yearlings go in and out, 
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one after the other, in a continuous cir- 
cle, repeating as necessary according to 
their degree of training, calculated on the 
basis that 33 yards of swimming against 
a gentle curve is equivalent to one mile of 
an open gallop. 

Another type of swimming pool is simi- 
lar to that used for disinfecting cattle. Ifa 
river is available with a strong current, the 
yearling need only get in and out, swimming 
in the same spot without advancing. Two 
minutes of this by the watch is equivalent 
to a mile. 

As in training onthe ground, this swim- 
ming needs careful judgment about the in- 
dividual yearling’s needs, strength, preco- 
city, intensity of the current, and tempera- 
ture of the water.
